Leave Rail Labor Hear- 
ing Until Court Calls 


Charges made by the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive En- 
igineers that the United States 
Railroad Labor Board is violat- 
ing the law and exceeding its 
jurisdiction in trying to take 
over a dispute between the rail- 
road brotherhoods and_ the 
Western railroads were again 
made yesterday at a hearing in 
the Transportation Building. 

The railroad labor. board 
ruled that it is right in claim- 
ing jurisdiction over the dis- 
pute and threatened recourse to 
the courts in an effort to make 
the railroad brotherhood of- 
ficials testify. The brotherhood 
Officials left the room _ im- 
mediately after hearing chair- 
man. Ben Hooper’s autocratic 
ruling, intimating they will not 
return unless ordered by the. 
courts. 

“Since May 14 the Labor Board has! 
insisted upon retaining jurisdiction of 
these disputes,” said Donald Richberg, 
attorney for the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, “which action has 
been utilized by the individual carriers 
concerned as a basis for refusing to 
fulfill their obligations under the 
Transportation Act, to meet with re- 
presentatives of the employes, and to 
consider, and if possible to decide in 
conference sfich disputes.” 

Board Ignores Workers. 

“It is only disputes between indi- 
vidual carriers and .their employes 
which may be subsequently submitted 
to the board, or of which the board 
may take jurisdiction. The board has 
studiously and inexcusably ignored 
contentions made in behalf of the em- 
ployes regarding jurisdiction of the 
board.” 

The proceeding now being carried on 
by the board under docket 4055, is not 
a lawful exercise on the part of the 
Board, but is an unlawful usurpation 
of authority operating in the aid of 
the wrongful actions of the carriers 
concerned, and their direct violations 
of the provisions of the Transportation 
Act.”

The conduct of the prosecution at 
this stage involves little mental strain 
on the prosecutor’s part—fortunate for 
Crowe who is not a great lawyer. His 
witnesses are not cross examined by 
Defense Counsel Clarence Darrow. 
There is no sharp conflict of wits 
needed, no lightening intuition. The 
questions are of a formal character to 
put on the record certain facts which 
the opposing side does not dispute. 
The defense admits the murder, admits 
everything except that the murderers 
should be hanged.

ern Railroad carriers gnvited a group 
negotiation between a Conference 
Committee of Managers of the roads, 
and the railroad unions, which the 
brotherhoods accepted. After nego- 
tiations were under way, the railroad 
unions found they were being hood- 
winked by the managers, as_ the 
“Committee was not a committee of 
the individual carriers authorized to 
confer and decide disputes, but was 
merely an advisory committee, with- 
out quthority to detide disputes and 
enter into an agreement.” 

“This joint conference, failing to 
agree even on what the carriers 
termed ‘the establishment of prin- 
ciples for the guidance of managers 
and representatives of the employes,’ 
was terminated by the committee rep- 
resenting the carriers. The represent- 
tatives of the employes of the individ- 
ual carriers then endeavored to re- 
sume legally required conferences 
with the individual carriers which 
had been interrupted by the interposi- 
tion of the Conference Committee.” 
The Conference Committee, which 
was without the power to decide the 
disputes over wage agreements, then 
wrote the Labor Board, conveying the 
idea that they did have such power, 
and requesting the Railroad Labor 
board to take jurisdiction of the dis- 
pute.” 

Board Usurps Power. 

“Without further information or in- 
vestigation concerning the propriety 
of its action, the board on May 14, 
1924, assumed jurisdiction upon its 
own motion of the dispute.” 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers declare their right according 
to law to take up labor disputes with 
the railroad carriers direct. They say 
the only authority the railroad labor 
board has to take the matter up, or 
to order the Brotherhood officials to 
appear in such a hearing, is the au- 
thority arbitrarily taken unto itself. 
They charge the labor board with be- 
ing partial to the carriers, and unfair 
and biased toward the _ railroad 
unions.

OF 1924 RUSSIA 


Presidential” Candidate 


Heard by Big Crowd 


(By The Federated Press.) 
NEW YORK, July 25.—The Russian 
revolution has met its severest tests 
and fought its way thru to victory, 
William Z. Foster, chairman of the 
presidential 


Workers party and its 
candidate, declared to a cheering 
mass meeting of New Yorkers. Fos- 
ter, who has recently returned from 
a six weeks’ visit to Russia, described 
the improvement of conditions there 
today as contrasted to the situation 
as he saw it in that country in 1921. 

As a result of the Russian success 
he predicted victory for the world re- 
pvolution: “The Russian working class 
have smashed a great breach in the 
wall of international capitalism. The 
exploiters can never patch it up 
again. It will widen and widen until 
finally the great proletarian flood 
pours thru and overwhelms the capi- 
talist class all over the world.” 

He said he lost 25 pounds in Rus- 
sia in 1921, and the workers were hun- 
gry, thin and haggard. Now in Rus- 
sia the workers have food, control 
over their jobs, and are happy and 
contented. He described how the gov- 
ernment had overcome the counter-re- 
volutionary-Allied? invasions, civil war 
and foreign blockade. 

Produgtion has increased, foreign 
trade has™“begun again, and the pea- 
sants are satisfied, according to the 
speaker. He stressed the _ great 
achievement of the government in 
balancing the budget and stabilizing 
the ruble. This he contrasted with 
the chaos and collapse in Germany 
and Poland which one meets on the 
way to Russia.

Progressive Measures 


Progressive measures in the Illinois 
State Federation of Labor convention, 
to be held in Peoria, Sept. 8th, will re- 
quire the militaht backing of all pro- 
gressive elements if they are to be suc 
cessfully established. 
The reactionary forces are busy pre- 
paring to kill them, and only the deter- 
mined will of all forward-moving ele- 
ments can put across such vital meas- 
ures as amalgamation, unemployed re- 
lief, organize the unorganized, recog- 
nition of Soviet Russia, and other 
necessary measures for which pro- 
gressive labor stands. 
That is the gist of a statement is- 
sued by the Trade Union Educational 
League, thru J. W. Johnstone, assist- 
ant secretary, to its Illinois members. 
The statement follows: 

ROBLEMS of vital importance 

and proposed progressive meas- 
ures will again be dealt with at the 
Illinois State Federation of Labor 
convention to be held in Peoria on 
Sepember 8. 

Whether these progressive meas- 
ures will land in the wastebasket 
or be enacted for the benefit of or- 
ganized workers in the state that 
is entirely up to the affiliated unions 
to decide. 

The miners of District 12 at their 
convention went on record for the 
principle of industrial unionism thru 
amalgamation of the existing craft 
unions. It also instructed all its af- 
filiated unions to work for full rep- 
resentation at the Illinois conven- 
tion for the purpose of putting this. 
measure across. The miners of the 
state are today among our most 
militant fighters and in. organiza- 
tional measures far ahead of most 
of our unions. 

The union smashing campaign of 
1920-21, temporarily checked during 
the period of prosperity just passed, 
is showing plenty of signs of rivival. 
The bosses are preparing for new 
attacks and it would be well for all 
progressive unionists to follow the 
example set by the miners to work 
for a real united front thru the pro- 
posed measure of amalgamation. 

Unemployment is increasing rapid- 
ly thruout the state, bringing added 
misery to the workers organized &s 
well as unorganized. The employers 
are alert to the situation and plan- 
ning vigorously to use the unem- 
ployed as the weapon to lower union 
conditions. 

Real measures are required not 
only to bring relief to those unem- 
ployed but also to protect the exist- 
ing organizations. An aggressive 
campaign to organize the unorgan- 
ized is needed that we may not face 
complete annihilation. 

Several efforts have been made 
to unite the workers politically thru 
the establishment of a mass Labor 
Party. We have not as yet suc- 
ceeded in our efforts. The fight for 
a real Labor Party must continue. 

No efforts on the part of the work- 
ers to’ assert themselves politically 
will become effective before they 
organize themselves on a class ba- 
sis. The need of organizing a mass 
Labor Party is now more apparent 
than ever. It is one of the vital 
problems facing the organized work- 
ers in the state of Illinois.

Railway Unions’ 
Officials Defy 


Board’s Power 


(Continued from page 1.) 

ern Railroad carriers gnvited a group 
negotiation between a Conference 
Committee of Managers of the roads, 
and the railroad unions, which the 
brotherhoods accepted. After nego- 
tiations were under way, the railroad 
unions found they were being hood- 
winked by the managers, as_ the 
“Committee was not a committee of 
the individual carriers authorized to 
confer and decide disputes, but was 
merely an advisory committee, with- 
out quthority to detide disputes and 
enter into an agreement.” 

“This joint conference, failing to 
agree even on what the carriers 
termed ‘the establishment of prin- 
ciples for the guidance of managers 
and representatives of the employes,’ 
was terminated by the committee rep- | 
resenting the carriers. The represent- 
tatives of the employes of the individ- 
ual carriers then endeavored to re- 
sume legally required conferences 
with the individual carriers which 
had been interrupted by the interposi- 
tion of the Conference Committee.” 
The Conference Committee, which 
was without the power to decide the 
disputes over wage agreements, then 
wrote the Labor Board, conveying the 
idea that they did have such power, 
and requesting the Railroad Labor 
board to take jurisdiction of the dis- 
pute.” 

Board Usurps Power. 

“Without further information or in- 
vestigation concerning the propriety | 
of its action, the board on May 14 
1924, assumed jurisdiction upon its 
own motion of the dispute.” 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers declare their right according 
to law to take up labor disputes with 
the railroad carriers direct. They say 
the only authority the railroad labor 
board has to take the matter up, or 
to order the Brotherhood officials to 
appear in such a hearing, is the au- 
thority arbitrarily taken unto itself. 
They charge the labor board with be- 
ing partial to the carriers, and unfair 
and biased toward the _ railroad

NEW YORK, July 25.—The Russian 
revolution has met its severest tests 
and fought its way thru to victory, 
William Z. Foster, chairman of the 


Workers. party and its presidential 


candidate, declared to a cheering 
mass meeting of New Yorkers. Fos- 
ter, who has recently returned from 
a six weeks’ visit to Russia, described 
the improvement of conditions there 
today as contrasted to the situation 
as he saw it in that country in 1921. 

As a result of the Russian success 
he predicted victory for the world re- 
yvolution: “The Russian working class 
have smashed a great breach in the 
wall of international capitalism. The 
exploiters can never patch it up 
again. It will widen and widen stil 
finally the great proletarian flood 
pours thru and overwhelms the capi- 
talist class all over the world.” 

He said he lost 25 pounds in Rus- 
sia in 1921, and the workers were hun- 
gry, thin and haggard. Now in Rus- 
sia the workers have food, control 
over their jobs, and are happy and 
contented. He described how the gov- 
ernment had overcome the counter-re- 
volutionary-Allie? invasions, civil war 
and foreign blockade. 


‘Production has increased, foreign 
trade has begun again, and the pea- 
sants are satisfied, according to the 
speaker. He stressed the _ great 
achievement of the government in 
balancing the budget and stabilizing 
the ruble. This he contrasted with 
the chaos and collapse in Germany 
and Poland which one meets on the 
way to Russia.

ILLINOIS MUST 
PREPARE FIGHT 


Urge United | Support for 
Progressive Measures 


Progressive measures in the Illinois 
State Federation of Labor convention, 
to be held in Peoria, Sept. 8th, will re- 
quire the militant backing of all pro- 
gressive elements if they are to be suc 
cessfully established. 
The reactionary forces are busy pre- 
paring to kill them, and only the deter- 
mined will of all forward-moving ele- 
ments can put across such vital meas- 
ures as amalgamation, unemployed re- 
lief, organize the unorganized, recog- 
nition of Soviet Russia, and other 
necessary measures for which pro- 
gressive labor stands. 
That is the gist of a statement is- 
sued by the Trade Union Educational 
League, thru J. W. Johnstone, assist- 
ant secretary, to its Illinois members. 
The statement follows: 

ROBLEMS of vital importance 

and proposed progressive meas- 
ures will again be dealt with at the 
Illinois State Federation of Labor 
convention to be held in Peoria on 
Sepember 8. 

Whether these progressive meas- 
ures will land in the wastebasket 
or be enacted for the benefit of or- 
ganized workers in the state that 
is entirely up to the affiliated unions 
to decide. 

The miners of District 12 at their 
convention went on record for the 
principle of industrial unionism thru 
amalgamation of the existing craft 
unions. It also instructed all its af- 
filiated unions to work for full rep- 
resentation at the Illinois conven- 
tion for the purpose of putting this. 
measure across. The miners of the 
state are today among our most 
militant fighters and in. organiza- 
tional measures far ahead of most 
of our unions. 

The union smashing campaign of 
1920-21, temporarily checked during 
the period of prosperity just passed, 
is showing plenty of signs of rivival. 
The bosses are preparing for new 
attacks and it would be well for all 
progressive unionists to follow the 
example set by the miners to work 
for a real united front thru the pro- 
posed measure of amalgamation, 

Unemployment is increasing rapid- 
ly thruout the state, bringing added 
misery to the workers organized &as 
well as unorganized. The employers 
are alert to the situation and plan- 
ning vigorously to use the unem- 
ployed as the weapon to lower union 
conditions. ee : 

Real measures are required not 
only to bring relief to those unem- 
ployed but also to protect the exist- 
ing organizations. An aggressive 
campaign to organize the unorgan- 
ized is needed that we may not face 
complete annihilation. 

Several efforts have been made 
to unite the workers politically thru 
the establishment of a mass Labor 
Party. We have not as yet suc- 
ceeded in our efforts. The fight for 
a real Labor Party must continue. 

No efforts on the part of the work- 
ers to’ assert themselves politically 
will become effective before they 
organize themselves on a class ba- 
sis. The need of organizing a mass 
Labor Party is now more apparent 
than ever. It is one of the vital 
problems facing the organized work- 
ers in the state of Illinois. 


The activities of the Ku Klux Klan - 


have long been recognized as a 
menace to organized labor. It is be- 
coming ever more an instrument of 
capitalism used to break down the 
standard of living of the workers 
and endangering the existence of 
labor unions. 

This white guard menace must be 
fought aggressively. The trade 
unions must assert themselves and 
definitely declare that Ku Klux Klan 
must bé eliminated root and branch. 

All progressive unionists should 
unite and work. for the adoption of 
these and other vitally necessary 
measures. Every union sheuld be 
represented at the Illinois State 
Federation of Labor convention at 
Peoria on September the 8th.

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Against the Next War 


War is brewing in Europe and J. P. Morgan, 
the ruler of the United States, is stirring the 
cauldron. When it breaks, this country will be 
playing a leading role, even tho the first moves may 
be made by puppets, responding the strings from 
Wall Street. The London Conference, the presence 
in Europe of two members of the Cabinet together 
with Morgan and his agents, the American partici- 
pation in efforts to wring “reparations? from Ger- 


many, the squabble with Japan, the revolts in | 


South American countries, the presence of Amer- 
ican armed forces in small countries of the Car- 
ribean and South America—all these are but a few 
symptoms of the boiling forces of war that are 
preparing to burst forth. 

The working class is still, in its majority, blindly 
following the same traitorous leaders who de- 
livered them to the capitalist class during the 
last war. Lulled by the pacifist phrase of the so- 
cialists and trade union bureaucrats, the rank and 
file workers are again being led to the slaughter, 
to fight for Morgan’s billions. They have not yet 
learned that “pacifism,” the poison of non-resist- 
ance, is one of the most potent weapons of the 
war-lords. 

There is but one center of resistance to the next 
world-slaighter that capitalism is preparing—that 
is the Communist International and the Union of 
Socialist Seviet Republics. Holding one-sixth of 
the earth’s surface in the hands of the workers, 
uniting in fraternal solidarity with the awakened 
workers all over the world in the ranks of the Com- 
munist International, determined and prepared 
to defend themselves against all the forces of capi- 
talism, including the capitalist armies, it is the 
Russian working class that holds out the one prom- 
ise of peace to the workers of the world.: 

There is no hope of peace, is the wordy phrases 
of middle-class pacifism. Against the brutal pow- 
ers of capitalism, the workers must be prepared 
to organize their own power, to answer Klow with 
blow. For peace will come to the world only thru 
the elimination of the cause of war, and that cause 
is the capitalist system. 

In every country the workers and farmers must 
organize their. own resistance to their own im- 
perialism. No power can finally master Wall 
Street and destroy its capacity to upset the peace 
ef the world, except the power of the American 
workers. And today there is but one center of 
organization against the next war—the Commun- 
ist International, and in America its fraternal 
section, the Workers Party. 
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The “Pittsburgh Plus” Decision 


After five years of legal dickering, the Federal 
Trade Commission has declared that the “Pitts- 
burgh Plus” system of price fixing in steel must 
go. The decision is aimed at the United States 
Steel Corporation. 

Under the orders of the Commission, the United 
States:Steel Corporation and its subsidiaries are 
directed to abandon the present system under 
which prices, on rolled steel, products manufac- 
tured at and shipped frdm their plants, outside of 
Pittsburgh, are quoted at a Pittsburgh base price 
plus an amount equivalent to what the railroad 
freight charge would-be from Pittsburgh to the 
customer’s destination, if these products were 
actually shipped from Pittsburgh. Under this 
scheme the Corporation pays only the freight 
charges on the products from their mills to the 
customer who in turn is compelled to pay the 
freight from Pittsburgh. 

It has been estimated that the Steel eteiiess 
tion pocketed an additional fifty to seventy-five 
million dollars in profits annually thru this pro- 
cedure. The independent concerns in the Chicago- 
Gary steel district are rejoicing. Likewise, the 
farm users of steel welcome the decision. 

But is there really a substantial basis for con- 
sidering this decision a blow against the Steel 
“Trust? We think not. The shares of the United 
States Steel Corporation showed no sign of- weak- 
ness or disturbance in response to the decision. 
For one thing the decision is not final. The,big 
steel interests have not yet consulted the courts 
on this matter. Should they decide to take the 
issue to the courts, it will very likely be years be- 
fore the outcome is reached. Then, today, “Pitts- 
burgh plus” is very much less of a steel, market 
factor than it has been in many years. The acute 
depression in the steel industry is working against 
its playing a decisive role in the steel market. 

At best the decision of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission is a very small victory for the independent 
steel corporations. The farmers and other steel 
eonsumers will derive insignificant beneffts, if any 
at all, when the decision becomes final at some 
date in the indefinite future.

3 Deniocracy’ s Blessings 


Time and again we.are called to order when 
we criticise and expose the true nature of the 
government. We are then told that the blessings 
of “democratic suffrage” are incalculable. 

The country will’soon participate in a national 
election of greaier significance than any to date. 
There are three so-called major candidates and six 
so-called minor candidates, for the presidency. 
Eight out of the nine candidates stand for the 
perpetuation of capitalism in some form or other. 
Only one candidate, Comrade Foster, the standard- 
bearer of the Workers Party, is fighting for the 
complete abolition of capitalism and is propagat- 
ing the necessity for the establishment of a Com- 
munist order. 


" How many are going to vote? How many will 
participate in the coming elections? If we are to 
accept the results of the last seven elections as a 
criterion, then we can look forward to perhaps 
only half of America’s citizens participating in the 
November balloting. 


In 1896, when Bryanism was at its height and 
when American imperialists were making their 
first flagrant attempt, only eighty per cent of the 
potenttal voters cast their ballots. In 1900, the 
proportion fell to seventy-three per cent; in 1908 
to sixty-six per cent; in 1912, with Roosevelt at 
his loudest, to sixty-two per cent, and in 1920, the 
first election after the war, to less than fifty per 
cent. In the non-presidential elections, the num- 
ber of voters is even smaller. 


Why is there a steadily decreasing srepertion 
of potential voters? The fact of the matter is 
that the great mass of workers and farmers have, 
in recent years, been developing a deep disgust 
with capitalist parliamentarism, with the democ- 
racy of the two big capitalist parties. Then, there 
are residential restrictions and employment con- 
ditions preventing potential voters from exercis- 
ing their rights. 

The decreasing proportion of voters is only more 
proof of the uselessness, of the inefficiency of capi- 
talist democracy as a test, as a gauge of the opin- 
ions and desires of the great mass of the popula- 
tion. The very bicameral system, the artificial 
geographical basis of representation, in itself tends 
to diminish the ability of the workers and dis 
possessed farmers to register accurately their 
voice. 

Only when the workers and farmers vote as they 
work, vote thru their occupations in the mines, 
the mills, on the railroads and on the land, will 
there be genuine—proletarian—democracy in “th® 


country.

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“Law and Order” 


The Southern Illinois Ku Klux Klan mobs are. 
fickle. Three Negroes arrested near Mound City, 
fllinois, “suspected” of killing a white girl, twice 
narrowly escaped death at the hands of the Ku 
Klux Klan mob. A company of [llinois militia 
was rushed to the scene, and the Negroes were 
moved from Villa Ridge, out of the clutches of the 
Klan-mob, to the Mound jail, where another Klan 
mob formed. They were then moved by the sheriffs 
to Mound City, the mob, howling for blood, follow- 
ing in autos. 

“The witness to the crime was unable to identify 
the Negroes,” news dispatches tell us. Despite this 
fact, the Klan mob later in the day again threat- 
ened the lives of these innocent men, thirsting for 
blood, calling for “justice.” 

This same Klan mob, however, which was aug- 
mented by respected citizens from West Frankfort, 
Illinois, allows O. P. Bozarth to remain on the 
police force of that town, after brutally murder- 
ing twenty-one year old Boris Popovsky. Popov- 
sky was not arrested for robbery. He was hailed 
to court accused of driving a bakery truck too fast. 
Bozarth evidently did not like Popovsky’s looks 
so he brutally’ clubbed him to death under the 
nose of the judge. Bozarth is now out on bail, 
which is said to have been put up by the Ku Klux 
Klan. He is still on the police force at latest ac- 
counts, altho charged with murder. 

But Popovsky happens to be a Communist, 
The Southern’ Illinois Ku Klux Klan lynchers do 
not howl for the policeman’s blood. In the name 
of law and order it is all right to murder Commun- 
ists. It is time the miners of Southern Illinois 
wiped out the disgraceful practices of Ku Kluxers 
who are operating in Southern [llinois. 
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The Bankers Have Three Parties 


That Burton K. Wheeler only consented to ac- 
cept the vice-presidential nomination to run with 
LaFollette after Frank A. Vanderlip, New York 
banker, urged him to do so_in a telegram hastily 
dispatched when Wheeler was on the point of re- 
fusing, is the story given to the press by John 
M. Nelson, campaign manager of the LaFollette 
forces in Chicago. 

It seems that the LaFollette organization is 
quite proud of its banker connections, and of the 
decisive part they play in important questions 
Rudolph Spreckles, millionaire banker and sugar 
king, is made one of the directors of the campaign. 
Frank A. Vanderlip, formerly of the National City 
Bank, utters the decisive word in picking LaFol- 
lette’s running mate. 

After the rich banker has made the decision, 
we have the pathetic spectacle of the Socialist Party 
formally endorsing the choice of Wheeler, swallow- 
ing all their brave words about the necessity of, 
it least, having something to say about the sec- 
ond. place on the ticket.

Rising Wages—Trade Unions. 

The essence of present-day Russia is that production is 
carried on not to line the pockets of a few social parasites, 
but for the benefit of all the workers. Consequently, as indus- 
try revives and produces a greater mass of goods, naturally 
the workers get the benefit of it in a higher standard of 
living. General wage increases have followed the increase in 
industrial production. Whereas in all other countries, the 
workers hve suffered heavy reductions in wages and lengthen- 
ings of the workday, in Russia alone have wages gone up and 
the eight hour day maintained. This fact speaks el- 
oquently for the new society.. The average wage increase for 
all Russian industries in 1923, was 25%. As compared with 
pre-war standards, wage rates in various industries are as 
follows: ‘metal 52%, textile 82°,, mines 38%, chemicals 75%, 
printing 73%, food 118%, leather 92%, paper 100%, wood 
80%, railways 46%. In Moscow the workers of all classes 
earn on an average 93% of pre-war rates, and in Leningrad 
they earn 83°. The wages for all classes of workers through- 
out Russia are now about 65% of the pre-war average, and 
they are constantly and rapidly rising. : 

Corresponding .to the improvement in industry and the 
wages of the workers, the trade unions are making definite 
progress in many essential respects. One is a substantial in- 
crease in membership. On January ist, 1923, the unions 
totalled 4,546,000 members; on January Ist, 1924, the figure 
amounted to 5,621,000. The unions actually engaged in in- 
dustry, except transport, gained 85% in membership. Prior 
to the introduction of the New Economic Policy, in 1921, 
membership in the unions was virtually compulsory. Now 
it is entirely upon a dues paying, voluntary system... Fully 
97% of all workers belong to the unions. Approximately 85% 
of them are financially in good standing in their organizations. 
At least 90% of the total trade union membership works under. 
collective agreements. Of the industrial disputes that have 
developed, nearly all of which were settled without strikes, 
only 7% were settled in favor of the employers, which in most 
cases is the State. The unions are developing their educa- 
tional work extensively. For this work they have organized 
1562 cultural clubs, of which there are 1,000 located in the 
factories. In 1923, 160,000 illiterate workers were taught to 
read and write in the trade union schools. There are 689 trade 
union physical culture societies. 


Unemployment. 

As I stated earlier in my talk, the solution of some of 
the old problems confronting the revolution, has given birth 
to new problems. One of these is unemployment. It may 
seem strange at first blush that there should be unemploy- 
ment in a country where the capitalist system has been 
killed. But such is the case, and for perfectly understand- 
able reasons. Let me explain them briefly. In 1921 there 
was practically no unemployment in Russia, though there was 
not much industry either. But the number of unemployed 
workers throughout Russia is now estimated to be about 
1,000,000. The number has been increased for the past year. 
Strangely enough, the number of employed has been growing 
rapidly at the saiiie- time that the army of unemployed is 
increasing. In nine’months, from February to October of 
1923, the total number of workers engaged in the state in- 
dustries increased 10%. 


The apparent contradiction of the army of the unemployed 
growing simultaneously with the army of the employed, is 
easily explained. The fact is that new supplies of workers 
are being assembled faster than the expanding industries 
can absorb them. Hence the growth of the number of 
unemployed, in spite of the progressive opening of the fac- 
tories. The unemployed are coming from many sources. One 
factor is the reclassing of the proletariat that I mentioned 
earlier; that is to say, the coming back to the cities of .large 
numbers of workers who left them for the country during the 
period of the greatest economic crisis. These returning work- 
ers help to swell the ranks of the unemployed. Then there 
were the demobilization of the army and the elimination of 
great numbers of needless office workers and bureaucrats 
from the state industries and government institutions in order 
to balance the state budget. Also there is the proletarian- 
izing of the old burgeoisie, the forcing down into the ranks of 
the workers of the remnants of the former ruling class. And 
finally, to mention only a few of the more important factors, 
the official list of the unemployed is swollen by the registra- 
tion of all kinds of doubtful social elements, Nepmen and 
others, who register as unemployed in ordér to get the pro- 
tection and advantages of being a worker-citizen. These ad- 
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vantages are many and great. For one eink there is the un- 
| rantasee benefits, of which I shall speak in a moment. Then 
there are the various rebates that the workers receive. For. 
example, an unemployed worker gets his rent free, or practicale 
ly so, while a Nepman may pay, for similar lodgings, as much 
rent as half a dozen families of employed workers. Naturally, 
the Nepmen and their ilk will not do this if they can possibly 
avoid it, so they make every effort to register as unemployed 
workers. Not all the purgings of the list can free them entirely 
from these cheats, of whom, even in Russia, there are still 
many. The trade union officials state that of the unemployed 
only about 35% are inion members, which means, as practical- 
ly all real workers are trade unionists, that large numbers of 
the unemployed have only slight real connections with indus- 
try. The latest figures shew that only 8% of the total union 
membership is unemployed. 

It is noteworthy that the unemployment in Russia is not 
smashing the wage scales, as always happens in capitalist 
countries during “hard times.” The verification of this fact 
is furnished by the figures cited earlier on wage increases. The 
explanation is that in Russia, wage rates are not based upon 
how little the workers can be driven to accept, but upon the 
revolutionary principle of an equitable division of the total 
wealth produced and available for distribution among the 
workers. Present-day Russia presents the anomolous picture 
of rapidly increasing wagefrates and a growing army of un- 
employed. 

The only cure for the unemployed problem now vexing 
Russia will come when the expanding industries catch up with 
the increasing supply of workers, which, if present indications 
are valid, will not be very long. In the meantime, however, 
the State, recognizing the right of the workers to either re- 
munerative work or free sustenance, has developed an elaborate 
insurance institution. The law forbids the workers contribut- 
ing anything to this fund. The insurance applies to work- 
ers thrown out of work for any cause. The following official 
table shows not only the extent to which unemployed work- 
ers are taken care of, but especially the great improvement 
that is taking place in the insurance rates. The table indicates 
the percentage of wages paid to the unemployed.

In Conclusion. 

Has what I have said conveyed the impression that every- 
thing is rosy in Russia? I hope not, for I have not wanted 
it to de so. Living conditions are still difficult, so much so 
that Americans compelled to bear them would soon cry quits. 
But the important fact is that they are a tremendous improve- 
ment over the frightful conditions which prevailed a few 
years ago. It is this improvement which shows the progress 
of the Russian revolution to success and which encourages the 
workers to still greater efforts. Bad off as the workers still 
are, all they have to do is to think back to the civil war, fam- 
ine, plague, and starvation that marked the early stages of 

eir death struggle with capitalism, and then their present 
evils seem light in comparison. They’ know full well that if 
they could overcome those awful conditions and bring indus- 
try to its present improved condition, they will also be able to 
vanquish the comparatively simpler problems now confronting 
them and to carry the revolution on ba final ‘and complete 
success. 

The way taken by the Russian working class has been 
a long, hard, uphill struggle. It has tried the last ounce of 
their courage and endurance. But hard as it has been, it is 
the load that the whole world’s working class must travel. 
Capitalism has had its day. It cannot be patched up and 
made livible for the workers, whether the patching is done by 
a Gompers, who frankly admits that he wants to perpetuate 
the present system, or or by a Hillquit, who hypocritically 
tells the workers that he is establishing Socialism. The cap- 
italist system must be abolished root and branch, and the 
Russian working class have shown the workers of the world 
how to do it. The Russian revolution unquestionably still 
has many great battles to fight. A thousand difficult prob- 
lems yet remain to be solved, and no longer is the matchless 
leader, Lenin, at hand to help solve them. But the revolu- 
tion will live, and as it establishes and fortifies itself, it will 
be an ever greater stimulus and inspiration for the inter- 
national working class.

The 
poultry monopolist, by proxy, killed 
a rival in order to obtain the market 
from which he will make a profit of 
money; and.with this he will buy food, 
clothing, woman and power. This is 
murder still more refined, more highly 
organized, more complex. But it is 
still in -the realm of Murder. The 
poultry merchant is a murderer, as. 
proven by the evidence found in his 
squalid little office on the New York 
river front. ~ | 
The Mass-Murderer 


In another part of New York, re- 
spectably removed from the water- 


steel and stone, where sits another 
contender for markets. This gentle- 
man deals, not in 75-cent chickens, 
bat in $75,000,000 stocks and bonds. 
And he also murders to extend his 
market and his profits. But all things 
grow more complex as we go up in the 
world, and this is the top of the world. 
The stock-and-bond king is at the 
head of an enormous hierarchy of 
traders in steel, oil, cotton, coal, cop- 


per, grain and all the other como-} 


dities from which profits can be made 


with which to supply themselves not} 


merely with necessities but also with 
power of colossal magnitude, and fame, 
and the refined debaucheries. This 


hierarchy has practically finished |. 


with fighting among themselves for 
monopoly of the home market and 
for control of the factories, work- 
shops, mines and railroads, thru 
which the wealth is ereated. The 
victors in the home field are recog- 
nized, the hierarchy established. 
Thru control of the .machinery of 
production and distribution, this 
hierarchy controls completely the life 
of the entire American people. Upon 
the backs of scores of millions of wage 
workers and working farmers this 
hierarchy sits, creating nothing, but 
taking from the toiling population all 
that is created by their labor except 
barely enough to sustain their life and 
to keep them in capacity’ to work 
and reproduce their kind. 

The Complex System of “Gunmen.” 

To keep these toiling masses under 
control, the oligarchs pool their in- 
terests in forming a central control 
committee under the name of “govern- 
ment,” which creates an armed force, 
not a ragged crew like the gunmen of 
the slum poultry market, but highly 
disciplined troops and police. 

With the products of the labor of 
the working population, the hierarchy 
trades and gains its profits and its 
power. 

But the oligarchy must have always 
wider and wider markets in order 
to trade off the surplus products of 
the working masses for a profit. The 
home market, even when fairly well 
monopolized, is not sufficient to ab- 
sorbe the products of the home popu- 
lation. The toilers who made the 
preducts do not receive wages cover- 
ing the value of what they produced; 
therefore.they cannot purchase all 
that they «produced. «The. oligarchy 
must find a market outside of the 
kome population. se 

And so the great business kings no 
less than the little “poultry king” are 
driven to look for and obtain at any 
cost a market for their commodities 
and to find sources for raw materials 
with which to keep their wage-serfs 
busy creating more commodities.

Mr. Rockefeller’s agent 
runs into an equally shrewd agent for 
the British Royal Dutch Shell Oil 
Combine, looking for possession of 
the same oil lands. Mr. Morgan’s man 
runs afoul of an equally sleek agent 
of Mr. Ballin of Hamburg, who also 
has a great, brand-new and capable 
fleet of merchant ships trying to horn 
in and unload a mountain of surplus 
wealth that-the efficient German 
oligarchy has wrung out of the un- 
paid toil of Teuton workers. 

There are clashes here. Ambassa- 
dors fly around government offices, 
wheedling, bargaining, threatening 
and bribing to obtain preference for 
their own “nationals”—which is to 
say for their own home capitalists, 
whose commercial outposts all am- 
bassadors are. If the German ambas- 
sador wins, the Germans begin to lay

Nationalism Before Socialism. 


; E difference between German and French socialists,” said Karl | 
Kautsky, October 2, 1914, “does not lie in their standard, nor 
in their basic interpretation of things, but rather in the difference 
between their interpretations of the particular event in question, and 
this difference, again, arises from the different geographic situations 
of the countries concerned .... If, in spite of all efforts of social- 
democracy, war still comes, every nation must save its own skin as 
best it can. Out of this there arises for the social-democrats of all 
nationalities, the immediate necessity and the immediate duty of 
taking part in this defense, and no one group may get ahead of 
SYanother in this respect. In every nationalist state,’ the proletariat 
“ must devote all its energy to the end that the independence and 
sovereignty of the national domain may remain unimpaired.” 
(From “The New Order,” October 2, 1914: “Social-Democracy in 
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Workers are against war, all work- 
ers, conservative arid revolutionary. 
But the working class finds itself, 
whenever the capitalists wish to fight 
out a quarrel with those of another 
country about markets, swept into 
the great war fever that grips the 
land on such occasions. How is this 
contradiction brought about? The 
explanation is to a great extent to 
be found in the skilled use of the 
workers’ own organizations to break 
down their resistance to war, and 
then deliver them to the war appara- 
tus. The trade unions are among the 
principal war machines of the capi- 
talist class. 


My first experience that brought 
this home vividly to me, and which 
will serve as an illustration, was in 
the early days of 1917, when the Unit- 
ed States was being shoved, against 
the will of the masses of the workera, 
surely—into the world war. At that 
time I was president of a small local 
union in a mid-western city, and a 
delegate to the Central Labor Coun- 
cil. The overwhelming sentiment of 
the union men was hotly against par- 
ticipation in imperialistic war. This 
was expressed in the fall of 1916, for 
example, by the adoption of.a reso- 
lution denouncing the invasion of 
Mexico by American troops, and call- 
ing upon union men to take.action to 
stop it. 


But the trade union bureaucracy 
got to work. Swiftly and with preci- 
sion, and evidently working with un- 
limited funds, it began to mobilize 
the militaristically inclined, crush 
those who led the opposition, and set 
up its active nuclei in every union 
and council to prepare the war fever. 


One of the first agents of the war- 
mongers to come into this particular 
city from the seat of war, Washing- 
ton, was George L. Berry, since 
“Major,” breathing peace from one 
nostril and fire from the other. He 
organized the local Heutenants of the 
drive, and taught them the technique 
ef the thing — “talk peace all the 
time, but class peace, and scare ’em 
to death of the Germans.” 


Within another month the Berrys 
of America had prepared the ground 
in the unions. Then Gompers called 
the conference of the heads of the 
various International Unions that is- 
sued the infamous declaration pledg- 
ing the unions to war. 


The machinery to put this declara- 


tion into effect had been carefully 


established. All organizers and offi- 
cials of the unions had been called 
into Washington and coached. They 
swarmed out over the country with 
commissions to recruit skilled work- 
ers for war industry at unheard of 
wages. They told of the immense 
earnings to be made by “going along,” 
and how anyone who bucked the 
game would be broken. They argued 
that the unidns would be destroyed 
if they did not co-operate, while if 
they went along, they would prevent 
conscription, alleviate abuses, ensure 
a “just peace” and an early one. And 
above all, they had lots of cash with 
them. Money was cheap and plenti- 
ful for key men in the unions. 


We all know the result. The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor became one 
of the most important war machines 
in the country. The only promise 
that was kept was for the high wag- 
es—the others were quickly forgot- 
ten as unnecessary. The unions were 
corrupted, delivered to the govern- 
ment, swamped with a flood of inex- 
perienced members, and organically 
attached to the official war machine— 
the Department of War and the De- 
partment of Justice. 

International union offices sent out 
letters to all local union secretaries 
and présidents, appointing them as 
agents of the government, f or 
the special purpose of reporting all 
“disloyal” _activities..such..as...strike 
agitation, opposition to conscription, 
etc. Union machinery became a great 
Liberty Bond selling agency. All who 
gave opposition to turning the unions 
into war machinery found themselves 
in prison on short notice and were 
soon forgotten.

AGAIN THE BUGLE BLOWS!

Experience of this kind in America 
was more crude but along the same 
lines as in Europe. We but repeated 
in a rougher manner what had oc- 
curred in Germany, England, France, 
Belgium, in 1914. In every country 
it had been the same—the trade un- 
ions had been turned into govern- 
ment-controlled machines for the 
making of war. Yet the members of 
these unions were all against war! 

This helplessness of the trade un- 
ion movement in the face of an unde- 
sired war, is but the reflection of the 
intellectual helplessness of the work- 
ers before the bourgeois, system of 
ideas, imposed u them by the 
schools, the press, the very teachings 
of the union leaders, journals, and 
socialist parties. The unions could 
not prevent war, because they were 
under the ideological control of the 
war-makers, the capitalist class. They 
were infested with agents of capital- 
ism, whom they could not recognize 
and drive out because the workers 
themselves were not class-conscious, 
and did not have a working-class me- 
thod of thinking, a working class out- 
look upon the world. | 

That is why it was possible for the 


international trade union movement 
to fly apart at the call of war, and 
each labor movement rally to its re 
spective government, ready at the 
word of command to slaughter the 
fellow workers who, but a day before, 


had been joined supposedly in work- 


ing-class solidarity. IP 

That is why Karl Legien, chairman 
of the trade union international or- 
ganization, could proclaim from his 
office that the cause of Germany was 
“just and sacred.” That is why Hu- 


ber, of Austria, could throw the trade 


unions of that country into the war. 
That is why Jouhaux of France, 
could betray the revolutionary French 
workers to the war machinery of that 
country. Because the masses of 
workers were hypnotized by the 
preachings of class collaboration, by 
bourgeois ideas of “fatherland” and 
patriotism, by false and middle-class 
pacifism, they were victims of the 
most horrible slaughter the world has 
seen, . 
There is no royal road to peace. 
The workers of the world do not de- 
sire to kill one another, but they 
shrink back, under the hypocritical 
and cowardly influence of their mis- 
¢ 


leaders, from making war upon the 
source of war—the capitalist system 
and the domination of the  bour- 
geoisie. 

Another war will surely come, and 
again the trade unions will be made 
into war machines, unless and until 
the masses break thru the doctrine 
of collaboration with the war-making 
capitalist class and, in its place, 
launch a struggle to the death against 
the entire capitalist system. 

There is but one way to fight 
against war, and that is to fight 
against the cause of war—the capi- 
talists. This struggle will, due to the 
treachery of the bureaucrats and so- 
cialists, fail in most if not all coun- 
tries, to prevent the imperialist war 
now threatening breaks. upon the 
world. And then the task will be to 
continue the same fight, using the op- 
portunity of the arming’ 6f ‘masses 


of workers, in conjunction with the’ 


trade union struggle in industry, to 
turn the imperialist war into the civil 
war against the capitalist system. 
History tells us that this is the only 
road to the workers’ society, to the 
abolition of war, to the freeing of the 
workers from exploitation.

On the tenth anniversary of the 
great slaughter, when the Second In- 
ternational again pretends to be pre- 
paring against imperialist wars, it is 
our duty to throw a glance (just a 
glance) backwards to the memorable 
pre-war days of 1914. Therein lies a 
lesson for the workers which must 
not be lost. 


‘The Great Pledge. 4 


It was given by the Second Interna- 
tional on three occasions. By decision 
of three world congresses. Let us 
memorize the dates and places: 


In Stuttgart, in 1907. 
In Copenhagen, 1910. 
In Basel, in 1912. 


The following is the heart of the 
Basel resolution: 


“The Congress calls upon the 
workers of the world to resist capi- 
talist imperialism by means of In- 
ternational proletarian solidarity. 
The Congress issues warning to the 
ruling classes of all nations not to 
increase the miseries of the work- 
ing class, which result from the 
capitalist system of production, by 
engaging in fresh military ventures. 
The Congress quite definitely de- 
mands peace. “ 

“Let the governments of all coun- 
tries not forget that, with the exist- 
ing European situation and with the - 
present state of mind of the work- 
Ing class, the beginning of a new 
war may prove not altogether a 
harmiess affair for these very gov~ 
ernments. Let them aiso remember 
that the Franco-Prussian war result- 
ed Im a_ revolutionary explosion 
which led to the Commune, that the 
Russo-Japanese war created a revo- 
Jutionary. movement involving all 
the nationalities of the Russian Em- 
pire, that the growing competition 
in armaments have already shar. 


ens a feeling of desperate disgust 
among the proletariat of the entire 

-world. The proletariat considers it 

’ a crime for workers to shoot at each 

other for the sake of capitalists’ 

profits, dynastic intrigues and for 

the promotion of secret diplomatic 

treaties. 

“Should the governments suppress 
all the possibilities for normal de- 
velopment and drive the proletariat 
to desperate action, it will be these 
govérnments alone that will bear 
all the responsibilities for the con- 
sequences of the war. 

“However, should war break out 
in spite of us, it will be the duty of 
the socialists to interfere in order 
to put an early end to it. We shall 
have. to employ all our strength to 
utilize the economic. and political 
crisis created by the war in order 
to arouse the masses and thus en- 
hance the downfall of the class dom- 
ination of capital.” 

It was a warning to capitalism and 
a sacred pledge to the working class. 
It-was a pledge to transforra the im- 
perialist war into a civil war of the 
proletariat against the bourgeoisie. It 
was a pledge “to arousé the masses 
and thus enhance the downfall of capi- 

talist rule.” 


The Great Betrayxl. 

On the 4th of August, 1914, the Ger- 
man Social-Democracy in the Reichs- 
tag voted military credits “to defend 
the Fatherland.” The same day the 
French socialists in the chamber of 
deputies unanimously voted in favor 
of the military bills proposed by the 
government. Two weeks later the 
Socialist party entered the coalition 
government to prosecute war. 

In Belgium, Vandervelde, one of the 
heads of the Second International, en- 
tered in the name of his party into a 
coalition war government on the 3rd 
of August, 1914. ‘ 

The British Labor party wavered 
only for a short while refusing at 
first to vote the military credits. But 
a few days subsequent to the declara- 
tion of war finds already the British 
Labor party actively engaged in re- 
cruiting volunteers for the army. And 
later, on May 26, 2915, Henderson and 
a few others enter the government

crystallized among the parties of the 
Second International what may be 
termed: a division of functions. One 
set of parties (England, France and 
Belgium) organized as a war auxiliary 
to the bourgeoisie of the allied powers, 
and another set of parties (Germany, 
Austria and Hungary) organized as 
an auxiliary to the bourgeoisie of the 
Central powers. 

In other words, the entire Second 
International, with the exception of 


|the socialist parties of Russia, Serbia, 
Poland, Italy and partly America, has 


been mobilized and delivered for use 
to the capitalists of the two warring 
camps. 

This is what the leaders of the Sec- 
ond International did with the Basel 
resolution. 

History May Repeat Itself. 

Most of those leaders are still alive. 
So is the Second International. Having 
died an inglorious death in the days 
of its great betrayal, it later resur- 
rected and came to life again as the 
mainstay and most valuable support 
to the tottering foundations of capi- 
talism. . 

By grace of the bourgeoisie the Sec- 
ond International has become a “rul- 
ing” power. It rules England thru the 
British Labor party. It practically 
shares power in Germany with the 
social-democrat Ebert as the president 
of the German Republic. It is in fact, 
if not in name, part of the Herriot 
government of France. It is in 
“power” in Sweden and is about to 
become part of the government of 
Belgium. 

The Second International is very 
much satisfied with its recent suc- 
cess. At a special world conference, 
held at Vienna around the middle of 
June simultaneously with the world 
congress of the Amsterdam Trade 
Union International, Friedrich Adler 
reported “great progress’ for the par- 
ties of the Second International. 

At this conference, of which Van- 
dervelde was chairman, they also dis- 
cussed the dangers of a new war. And 
what did they decide? Well, they ap- 
proved the Dawes plan and decided to 


that the evil of all evils is the problem 
of reparations. 

But that is not all. In conjunction 
with. the Amsterdam International 
they decided to hold anti-war demon- 
strations on the tenth anniversary of 
the late war. 

That is, they will protest again, they 
will pledge themselves again, they will 
warn once more against the danger 
of new wars. 

And at the same time they will sit 


in the government of England and 


draw the attention of all governments. 


will carry out the imperialistic and 
militaristic policies of British capi- 
talism. That is, they themselves will 
prepare the new imperialist slaughter. 

And their brethren in France, in 
Germany, in Belgium and all over the 
world will be doing the very same 
‘thing. And in the United States the 
socialist party will help LaFollette 
destroy the political independence of 
the American workers, thus removing 
the only power that is capable to fight 
imperialism and war. 

The Second International is prepar- 
ing to repeat the history of 1914 only 
on a much bloodier scale. Shall we 
permit it? . 

There Is No Short Cut. 


Let every working man take to heart 
the experiences of the past ten years. 
What do they teach us? 

You cannot prevent new imperialist 
wars. They will come. They must 
come. They are part and parcel of 
modern capitalist economy, If you 
don’t want new wars, destroy capi- 
talism. Remove the capitalists from 
power and take the government into 
your own hands. 

To prepare against war is to pre 
pare for the social revolution and for 
the seizure of power by the working 
class. The first step to this is the 
building of a powerful revolutionary 
working class party—a Communist 
Party. 

And if war comes—as it surely will 
—you will not be able to stop it, un- 
less you wil} be ready to seize power 
and establish the proletarian dictator- 
ship. 

To achieve this something more 
than good intentions will be necessary 
on the part of the exploited masses 
of America. They will have to be 
class conscious, well organized polit- 
ically and economically, trained for 
battle and inspired with confidence in 
their strength and a will to power. 

Who will educate these masses? 
Who will develop their class con- 
sciousness, raise their hatred of the 
bourgeoisie and inspire them with the 
will to power?

Some will say that the lL W. W., 
surely, has a record under war perse- 
cution that is beyond all criticism. If 
we speak of the fine type of fighting 
workers who made up the revolution- 
ary minority (unorganized) both in- 
side and outside of prison during the 
war, I agree. But as one of those 
who shared intimately in the catas- 
trophic results of official confusion, I 
must add that, as an organization, the. 
reputation of the I. W. W. for appo- 
sition to war, or for any consistent 
program in relation thereto, is unjus- 
tified. 

The I. W. W., which has always 
tried to fulfill the contradictory func-' 
tions of a revolutionary (tho anti- 
parliamentary) political party, and—

war crisis. In spite of its advertised 
and many of its real virtues, it natur- 
ally suffered great mutilation under 
war persecution. Its failure to main- 
tain its ideological unity and tone, and 
increase rather than decrease its 
power in the struggle, is a failure of 
the syndicalist argument that an econ- 
omic organization can discharge the 
\functions of a political party in lead- 
ing the struggle. 

Some leaders of the lL W. W. have 
learned this lesson from the war 
crisis, but—most remarkably—they do 
not go on from the acknowledgement 
that the union cannot be a political 
party to the logical conclusion that 
there should be a separate revolution- 
ary political party organized. -Far 
from it. They only disavow the polit- 
ical function—the struggle for power

ifism.in the class struggle.

This farcical situation was heightened 
when a defiant statement, upon which 
the G. E. B. could not agree, was found 
among papers taken in the raids and 
was used against us by Judge Landis 
with telling effect. 

While the G. E. B. quarreled, the 
membership became confused. There 
was not even bad leadership. While 
Solidarity snorted defiance to the war 
lords, regiments of drafted I. W. W. 
were entrained, the Marine Transport 
Workers’ union was given trusfd4 
work and good wages in handling war 
supplies. It bought Liberty bonds and 
put up a service flag. All these excel- 
lencies were duly lugged into court to 
prove we were good patriots. But we 
were convicted just the same. Only 
the trial again proved, by a division 
among the defendants on how it 
should be conducted, that the revolu- 
tionary and the unionist elements 
were wholly at variance. 

At Leavenworth the group was given 
over to numberless quarrels and re- 
criminations. In spite of the fact that 
every issue could be seen looming up 
for future decision, no program was 
discussed or adopted concerning the 
group attitude toward parole, commu- 
tation or conditional release, until after 
the crisis was upon us and the group 
already irrevocably split. This fight be- 


came murderously bitter and, pushed

into the foreground as an excuse 
for factionalism, is now ruining the 
organization outside.

attempt to calculate the cost of the. 


property destroyed, the munitions 
used up, the wear and tear of machin- 
ery, the loss of shipping, and the 
countless other forms of destruction 
of wealth is a hercul task. Of 
course, there is no yardstick by which. 
the expert can measure in dollars and 
cents the value of the lives snuffed 
out on the battlefield, the cost to 
society of the limbs lost and _ the 
homes broken up. 

The best study made to date of the 
cost of the war, is the analysis of war 
and post-war public finance made by 
Mr. ‘Harvey E. Fisk for the Bankers 
Trust Company of New York. An- 
other authoritative study of this sub- 
ject is the one made for the Carne- 
gie Endowment for ~° International 
Peace, by Professor Bogart entitled 
“Direct and Indirect costs of the Great 
World War.” 

Hundreds of Billions Destroyed 

According to the investigation of 
the Bankers Trust Company the total 
money expended for war purposes in 
the six fiscal years of 1914—1920, by 
the allied powers and the United 
States, was $199,370,000,000. At the 
same time the Central Powers spent 
$37,600,000,000 for war purposes. 
Here we have a grand and gruesome 
total of $272,970,000,000 as the cost 
of the war for all belligerents. 

Professor Bogart estimates that the 
total direct and net cost of the Great 
World War was $186,233,637,097. But 
the Bahkers Trust Investigation 
which is a later (1924) and a more 
thorough going survey, has found the 
total direct net cost, exclusive of all 
so called normal military and naval 
expenditures and exclusive of inter- 
Ally loans during the war, to be no 
less than $208,503,000,000. 

The British Empire and its impe- 
rial domains, colonies and _ protec- 
torates, spent at least $66,084,000,000 
for waging the war. The 


000,000 though it withdrew from the 
imperialist conflict when the Bolshe- 
viki assumed political power. Italy’s 
war expenditures reached a total of 
$21,547,000,000. Belgium expended $2,- 
004,000,000; Japan, $2,040,000,000; Por- 
tugal, $1,145,000,000; Roumania, $1,- 
503,000,000; Serbia, $579,000,000; and 
Greece, $560,000,000. 

Among the Central Powers, Ger- 
many led in war expenditures with a 
total of $50,330,000,000. Austria fol- 
lowed with a sum of $19,801,000,000. 
Turkey, spent $2,199,000,000 and Bul- 
garia expended $1,270,000,000 for stay- 
ing in the war. 

What The War Cost Means 

These are staggering figures; they 
baffle the imagination of the biggest 
of the bankers. Let us attempt to 
translate these myriads of dollars into 
somewhat simpler denominations. 

If we use the gold dollar as our 
standard, and not the currency dollar 
er the amount brought by the dollar 
in exchange value at a particular mo- 
ment we will find that the war cost 
eighty billion gold dollars. 

How stupendous this sum is can be 
understood only when we learn that 
if we should purchase all the rail- 
ways of the world, we should still have 
left twenty billion gold dollars with 
which we could reproduce the entire 
railway system of the United States at 
the highly inflated and over-capital- 
ized figure set by the owners them- 
selves. 

The eighty billion dollars spent by 
the imperialist powers in waging the 
last great conflict was more than 
two and three quarters the total na- 
tional annual income of the entire 
American people in 1914 and more 
than twice the total national income of 
the United States in 1922. 

This gigantic sum devoured by the 
great World War was almost twice as 
much as the total capitalization of all 
American industries in 1919, and was 
at least one tpird is excess of the 
value of all the products of American 
industry in the same year at their

highest prices. ~ 2 

For the vast sum spent to wage 
the world war, one could purchase 
seven times the supply of food and 
kindred products turned ont in the 
United States in 1919; nine times all 
the textiles and their products; nine 
times all the iron and steel and their 
products; and nearly twenty-seven 
times all the lumber and its manufac- 
tures in the same year. 

In 1914 the total wealth of Great 
Britain was estimated at about seven- 
ty billion gold dollars. Thus, all the 
property, all the docks, all the rail- 
ways, the navy, the factories, the tin, 
the coal and iron mines, and the 
world’s biggest merchant marine 
traveling the seven seas, could. be 
purchased for the gold cost of the war. 
In addition, we could have a paltry ten 
billion dollars with which we might 
purchase the total wealth of New 
Zealand and Australia. 

The money spent for the war, ac- 
cording to the’ Bankers Trust Com- 
pany was fifty percent in excess of 
the cost of government in England 


stroyed what it took four hundred and 
fifty years to build and create. 
Terrific War Debts 

In order to finance the war, the 
masses of the affected countries were’ 
subjected to the most burdensome 
tames directly and indirectly. In 1920 
the total national debts of the various 
countries which were in the war 
reached the dizzy heights of $237,- 
537,000,060. 4 

The total debts of the British Em- 
pire at that date were nearly fifty 
billion dollars. Of this sum, Great 
Britain owed more than thirty-eight 
billion dollars. The French debt was 
then more than forty billion dollars; 
the American more than twenty-four 
billion dollars; the Russian more than 
twenty-four billion dollars; the Italian 
more than seventeen billion dollars; 
the Austrian more than twenty-one 
billion dollars; and the German nearly 
forty-seven billion dollars. These to- 
tals of course, are inclusive of the 
funded and floating internal defits as 
well as the foreign government and 
foreign market external debts.

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CAPITALIST PEACE. 


from the Revolution of 1688 down to 
the World War. In this period of 
226 years, England fought eight major 
wars at a cost of from one hundred 
and fifty million dollars for the wars 
of William The Third, to six billion 
dollars for the great French wars of 
1792 to 1815. 

From 1791 to 1913, or a _ period 
covering one and a quarter centuries, 
the United States government spent 
a sum equivalent to less than one 
third of the cost of the World War. 
Yet in this period the United States 
waged the Revolutionary, The Mexi- 
can, The Civil, The Spanish, and 
many Indian Wars. At the same time 
the American government purchased 
Louisiana, Alaska, Virgin Islands, the 
Philippines, financed a revolution in 
Columbia, and built the Panama canal, 
the world’s greatest engineering feat. 

It is interesting to note that the 
combined pre-war wealth of Italy and 
France was slightly under eighty bil- 
lion gold dollars, or the cost of the

Colossal Loss of Life 

The economic losses suffered by 
the world war as a result of the lives 
wantonly destroyed, the wounds in- 
flicted upon the soldiery, from massac- 
res, contagion, the reduction of vital- 
ity amongst the non-combatants be- 
cause of mal-nutrition, the stunning 
of the lives of hundreds of thousands 
of children, born and yet to be born, 
the destruction of the priceless art, 
books, and relics of the past, of the 
buildings, highways, railroads, lands, 
factories and mines, defy calculation 
by the most diligent and thorough- 
going of experts. 

Without making any attempt to fix 
the cost of the war in this light, we 
find that the Allied and Central 
powers lost nearly thirteen million in 


‘dead, or to be precise, 10,004,771 are 


known to be dead, and 2,991,800 are! 
presumed dead. The average loss 
of life per day of the war was nearly 
nine thousand. The total number 
killed was more than twice those who 


lost their lives in the nine biggest 


wars of the nineteenth century. ‘ 

Then, nearly six millions lost their 
lives indirectly as a result of the war 
through the various epidemics result- 
ing therefrom. Besides it is estimat- 
ed that four million Armenians, Jews, 
Greeks, Syrians and others. were 


massacred indirectly. as a result of © 


‘World War. Finally, the mortali- 
ty rates increased tremendously as 


ja resulé of the World War, especially 


in the Balkans, Russia, and Central 
Europe. : 

The United States, entering the war 
after most of the major struggles had 
been fought, lost more than seventy 
seven thousand in dead, and more 
than 221,000 in wounded. Of course, 
the casualties of the other belligerents 
were far heavier. 

Preparing For New Wars 

These tragic figures have left no 
impress on the capitalist imperialist 
cliques governing every country of the 
world except Russia. 

Recently the-internationally known 
historian, E. D. Morel, pointed out 
that “tHere is going on at present a 
more extensive output of war material 
than at any time since the ‘Peace.’ 
The ‘chief centers of production are 
two—the Skoda Works in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, and the Austrian State fac- 
tories. French influence and French 
money are directing both.” 


of Creusot-Schneider owns seventy- 
five percent of the Skoda _ stock. 
French imperialists control the entire 
war machinery of Czecho-Slovakia. 
Within the last year, the Austrian 
factories have turned out a million 
Mauser rifles, one million rounds of 
ammuynition, a hundred and thirty 
three wagon loads of infantry ammuni- 
tion, twelve wagon loads of motor 
lorries, two wagon loads of machine 
guns, twenty-four wagon loads of field 
kitchens, and ten thousand rounds of 
quickmatch, big quantities of field 
guns, Frommer revolvers, acetylene 
reflectors, etc. for Jugo Slavia alone. 


Poland has just re- 
ceived thirty five million~pieces of 
ammunition for the French 7.9 mm 
gun, and thirty four wagon loads of 
infantry ammunition. . 

The big powers are doing likewise. 
There are more men under arms to- 
day than there were before the war 
to end all wars was declared. More 
than twelve percent of the French 
and Turkish population are in the or- 
ganized military forces today. Nearly 
one out of every ten Italians, male 
and female, child and old man, are in 
the military clutches of Mussolini. 
There are nearly ten milliow men in 
the active and trained reserves of the 
various countries of the world. 


America In the Race 


Ther United States is not lagging 
behind in this mostrous preparation 
for new wars. 
| Im the past decade, the cost of 
American national defense has been 
doubled. The total number of individ- 
uals under training has increased 
from 243,865 to 504,010. At the same 
time the number of persons in milit- 
ary and naval stations abroad rose 
from 55,608 to 117,238. 

The United States has, today, in- 
vested more than four billion dollars 
in its navy. Within the last ten years 
the value of the Anierican navy has 
increased nearly 260 percent. 

At this moment American imperial- 
ists are waging major struggles in 
every corner of the world. In Japan, 
in the Philippines, in Cuba, in Mexico, 
in Colombia, in Brazil, in Persia, in 
the near East, in Roumania, in the 
Dutch East Indies and at the Londoa 
Conference, American imperialists are 
swiftly extending their dominion over 
the industries and resources of the 
world. 

For the workers and poor farmers 
of America, these gigantic armament 
races, this fierce commercial rivalry, 
this intense struggle for imperialist 
world supremacy can spell only an- 
other infernal conflagration far more 
deadly and disastrous than even the 
last Great War.

In speaking of these rank and -file 
committees in the army, we must not 
forget the two “strikes,” or rather 
mutinies, of the military prisoners at 
the disciplinary barracks at Fort 
Leavenworth. The first one was quite 
a success, led by an “intellectual ob-" 
jector,” Hi Simon. The second was 
ruthlessly crushed — according to 
grapewine from “the barracks” to 
“our” civil prison—with deliberate 
murders of mutineers in their cells. 

Vegetarianism in the Class War. 

The symbol that best represents the 
decline of the socialist party from war 
persecution is the change in Debs. 
Debs, who had threatened to lead an 
army of workers to rescue Haywoo§, 
Moyer and Pettibone from an Idaho 
hangman, who had counseled miners 
to buy rifles and machine guns, be- 
came, by passing thru the war perse- 


jcution, the typical petty bourgeois 


pacifist, preaching Christly sweetness 
and non-resistance—a staunch uphold- 
er of vegetarianism in the class war. 

In prison I have seen strong men 
weep like children, those thought most 
courageous to turn into arrant cow- 
ards—rationalizing their cowardice 
with polemics as to tactics, men re- 
spected and still respected by thou- 
sands treating an imprisoned comrade 
no better than a prison guard would 
have done—just to curry favor with 
officials and receive some slight ben- 
efit. So I am not surprised to see 
what, by comparison, is a comparative- 
ly innocent change in Debs, from a

If this is a fact, 
what about a war against this bour- 
geoisie? For example, a war of the 
suppressed and subjected, or colonial 
peoples against the imperialistic bour- 
geoisie.

One of the essential characteristics 
of imperialism is precisely that it ac- 
celerates the development of capital- 
ism in backward countries and with it 
the struggle against national oppres- 
sion.

Pacifism springs from the same his- 
torical roots as democracy.

Wm. Jennings Bryan rashly and 
noisily expressed the natural aversion 
of the farmers and of the “small man” 
generally to all such things as world 
policy, military service, and higher 
taxes.
